That  the 
Net  Pioduce  oFall  Duties,  whicii  fh.iU  be  fo  impoled,  ftiall  at  all  Timts  herea'ter  Le  ap- 
plied to  and  for  the  IJlc  of  each  o;  the:  laid  Province-.  refjietUve'y,  and  in  fiirh  Man- 
ner onlyaslhaH  bv' directed  by  .any  Law  or  I.,aw.s  v.-liich  may  be  made  by  his  M  y'Ay, 
his  Heirs  or  SiiccLliors,  by  and  wiih  the  Advice  and  Cunfeut  of  t!;c  Legillatrve  (jjua- 
cil  and  Alfembly  of  Inch  Province. 

XLVII.  And  whereas,  by  Reafon  of  (l,c  Diflance  r.f  the  faid  Provinces  from  tliis 
Country,  and  of  the  Chan^;o  to  be  made  by  this  A6t  in  the  Govetnnicnt  thereof,  it  in:,y 
be  necelfaiy  that  there  fiionkl  be  fonic  Interval  of  Time  between  tlic  Nuiificatio  i  of 
this  Aft  to  the  laid  Provinces  rtfpeClively,  and  (he  Day  ol  its  Cominencemenl  within 
the  faid  Provinces  i^fpt  dfively  :  lie  it  therefore  c:w6led  by  the  Authority  aforcfui!, 
That  it  (hall  and  may  be  lawful  for  his  Majefly,  wirh  the  Advice  of  his  Privy  Council, 
to  fix  and  declare,  or  to  authorize  the  Govcinor  or  Lieutenant  Covernor  of  the  Pro- 
vince of  Quebec,  or  the  Perfon  arlminifteriiii',  the  (iov  eminent  iher-,  to  f.x  anddeclaic 
the  Day  of  the  Commencement  of  this  Aft  within  the  faid  Provinces  re!peftnely,  pro- 
vided that  fuch  Day  Ihall  not  be  hter  than  the  'I'hirty-firll  Day  of  December  in  the 
Year  of  our  Lord  one  thoulkud  levcn  hundred  and  ninety -one.
